Shock Tactics Pay 


By M. V. CHBSNUT, FBHS 

It la not too kite to send In lor the Colonist's free 
eeeda of the new Star fire tomato. Theae seeds may be 
started indoors or under glass any time up to the middle 
of April and may even be sown outdoors in early May, 
covering each seed with a Jam Jar to bring it up in a hurry. 
1 have seen some surprisingly good and remarkably early- 
ripening tomatoes grown from a simple outdoor sowing. 
I'll have more, to say about this later in the year. 

In yesterday's column we concluded the instructions 
lor sowing your free Starflre tomato seeds and for the 
subsequent care of the baby tomato plants. Today I want 
to outline a refinement—a technique w h ereby your tomato 
plants can be induced to form and ripen their fruits 
very much earlier than untreated plants. 

* * e 

The first essential in producing vine-ripened tomatoes 
earlier than the fellow neat door is to plant the right kind 
of seed, and I think we have that nicely taken care of 
with the Coloniat's Starflre seed, a naturally early-ripening 
variety. 

The next step is to treat your acedUng tomato plants 
so as to induce them to put forth blossoms at a very early 
age—to rush them through childhood and adolescence and 
generate In them an urga to reproduce their kind. The 
only way a plant can guarantee the survival of the species 
la to make seeds, and fortunately for us, a tomato plant 
can’t make seeds without malting tomatoes. 

The technique I am going to describe—for the early 
Initiation of blossom buds—comes to me from Sweden, 
and a colleague in Stockholm Mia me that, by carefully 
planned temperature changes, tomato plants win start 
blossoming almost before they are out of (hapen and ripe 
tomatoes can bo picked aa much aa two weeks earlier 
than from untreated plants. 

* * * 

The tomato growers In Sweden sow their seeds In 
much the same way aa I have been describing during the 
last few days. The seeds are germinated at 75 to 80 
degrees and, after the seedlings emerge, they are trans¬ 
ferred from the propagating chamber to a sunny green¬ 
house held at 80 degrees. 

On the eighth day after emerging, the baby tomato 
plants ara shifted every night to a cool basement where 


the temperature is maintained at 54 degrees. For four 
nights running, the seeding! shiver in this cool daritnma, 
returning each naming to theft sunny, SOdegree green¬ 
house. 

The little tomato plants subjected to these four nights 
of chilling will produce their first clusters of blossoms 
much earlier; moreover, that first and all-important truss 
of flowers is bigger and healthier than in plants which 
have been coddled and kept warm. The blossoms stick on 
bettsr, showing lass Inclination to drop from their stems. 

a * a 

The theory back of this chilling technique Is some¬ 
thing like this: Just as the human birth rate rises in 
times of war or Impending disaster, so do plwits. when 
their existence is threatened, make frantic efforts to 
blossom and set seed, thereby guaranteeing the perpetua¬ 
tion of the race. You see this all the time In gardening. 
A potted geranium or African violet will always bloom 
mare freely when its roots are pinched uncomfortably in 
a slightly too-small pot Onion sets and celery seadlings. 
if chiliad while young, will go to need before they are 
mature. Peaches and raspberries fall to produce any 
fruit—or s e e d s i n a winterless dimate. 

Evidently the shock of chilling is enough to remind 
our young tonaio plants of their duty to posterity.

Crossing Signs Face Test 


Next week dty traffic officials 
will make a survey of public reaction 
to proposals for new “wait-walk” 
pedestrian crossing signs. 

The experimental signs — using 
easily recognizable symbols Instead 
of the present legends and a selection 
of colors — are scheduled to be In¬ 
stalled Tuesday at Fort and Douglas. 

A spokesman said the survey to 
determine reactions of pedestrians to 
the new signs will be carried out ovar 
a period of at least three days. 

City hall is making the survey 
at the request of the provincial 
government. 


It is part of a cross-country re¬ 
search project being carried out by 
a study group on uniform traffic 
signs appointed by the Canadian Good 
Roads Association. 

The survey will attempt to find 
out If the symbols—a man in motion 
in place of “Walk" and a stationary 
figure or upraised hand for “Don’t 
Walk" — are more easily seen and 
understood than the present legends. 

Also to be triad out are red and 
orange lights to back the “Don't 
Walk" symbols and green and biulah- 
whlta for the “Walk” phase. 


There will be an experiment using 
flashing lights of various colors to 
indicate that portion of the “Don't 
Walk" phase when pedestrians al¬ 
ready in the crosswalk may safely 
complete their Journey. 

Similar surveys are being carried 
out in a dozen other Canadian centres. 

Not long ago, the Victoria Chinese 
community experimented with Walk 
and Don’t Walk signs. 

They pasted signs showing lights 
with words translated into Chineee 
in an effort to help older citizens at 
croasir*s.

The House of Commons gave the design a rough 
reception and Instructed the board to come up with 
another offering before the end of this year. 

But the House did not rule out simple reconsideration 
of the original design.
